Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner explained that his interpretation of the relied upon 
reference was that (1) a node received a bus reset command, (2) the node waited to complete all isochronous data 
transfers, and (3) then processed the bus reset request. Applicant stated that it was not clear as to who sends the 
"packet data which make said bus reset processing resume" (From Paragraph [0021]). Examiner pointed Applicant to 
the "BUS_RESET_START" signal in paragraph [0041] as the packet data and to paragraphs [0042] and [0051] where it 
is stated that a node receives the "BUS_RESET_START" from a "root node." Applicant then stated that it is not clear 
what node was considered a "root node." Examiner pointed Applicant to paragraph [0007] where it is stated that the 
"root node" is the node with the largest ID number, and is standard in IEEE1394 protocol. Examiner stated that his 
interpretation of the reference is only after a quick review, as the claims did not require such an in depth analysis of the 
reference. Applicant agreed that her undrestanding of the reference was the same as the Examiners. Examiner stated 
that a Human Translation of the reference would be requested from the Translation Department of the PTO to enable a 
clearer understanding of the teachings of the reference. The Human Translation will be made of record in the next 
Office Action. 
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
